THE 


JOIXT RESOLUTION 


To Amend Section Two of Article Twelve 


of the Constitution of Ohio. 


3e it resolved by the General Assembly 


of the State of ObJp: 
' ' 
• 
Section 1. That a proposition. shall be 


submitted to the electors of the state of 
Ohio, on the first Tuesday after- the first 
Monday in November, laps, to amend sec- 
tion two of article twelve of Use" consti- 
tution of the state of Ohio, so that it 
«hall read as follows; 
ARTICLE XH 
Finance and Taxation. 
Sec. 2. The General Assembly shall have 
power to establish and maintain an equit- 
able system for raising state and local 
revenue. It may classify the subjects of 
taxation so far as their differences jus- 
tify the same in orCer to secure a just 
return from each. All taxes and other 
charges shall be imposed for public pur- 
poses only and shall be Just to each sub- 
ject. The power of taxation shall never 
be surrendered, suspended or contracted 
away. Bonds of the state of Ohio, bonds 
of any city, village, hamlet, county or 
township in this state and bonds issued 
in behalf of the public schools of Ohio 
and the means of instruction in connec- 
tion therewith, burying- grounds, public 
school houses, ^houses used exclusively for 
public worship, institutions of purely pub- 
lic charity, public property used exclus- 
ively for any public purpose, and person- 
al property to an amouni not exceeding in 
value $200, for edch. individual, may, by 
general laws, be exempted from taxation; 
but all such laws shall be subject to al- 
teration or repeal; and the value of all 
property, so exempted, shall, from tune 
to time, be ascertained and published as 
may be directed by law.

How to Wash White Sweaters. 


A girl's sweater is her most impor- 


tant as "well as her most useful gar- 
ment. If her shirt -\vaists are badly 
made or shoes shabby, that is a minor 
consideration, but her sweater must 
be immaculate and up to date. 


Every girl likes to -wear nothing but 


white during the outing season, and 
great is her disgust -when her mother 
insists upon her having a gray sweat- 
er for economy's sake in the firm be- 
lief that the darker shade keeps clean 
longer and that all woolen", goods are 
impossible to wash. 


If proper care is taken sweaters can 


be -washed all the time without hurting 
their shade and color. Fill a larce 
bowl or basin with warm water and 
good soapsuds and add a teaspoonful of 
powdered borax to keep'the wool from 
becoming hard and stiff. 


If the sweater is white put a little 


bluing in the v.-aler every time it is 
rinsed. This will prevent it from turn- 
ins: a deep ivory, as all white wool 
materials are apt to do. 


After -washing wring out, then pin 


to a lanre bod pillow. Be sure not to 
stretch tire swfnlcr, or it -will lose its 
shape.

PROTECTION NOT FOR LABOR 


Prominent Economist of Yale Uni 


versity Tells Why We Must Hav< 
Radically Lower Duties—The Wore 
Features of the Situation. 


It is n promising sign of the time, 


that the tariff question is again coming 
to the front. \ Although it has beei 
thoroughly threshed over aud we can 
not expect that during the next fcv 
years any new arguments will In 
brought forward on either side, mud 
can be accomplished towiml seirur- 
iug a rational view on the subject 
by the public if the facts and statis- 
tics gained from the experience of the 
I-.st few years are properly set forth 
The public are not given to theories. 
It is only the exposure of a "condi- 
tion, not a theory," which will move 
the average voter. Free traders have 
laid too much stress on abstract analy- 
sis. 
Flaws cau bo found, in fact, in 


many of their theoretical conclusions. 
Nevertheless I do not think that there 
is one economist out of a dozen wh<> 
has tried making an impartial stud} 
of tariff conditions that has come to 
any other conclusion than that the 
tariff as existing in America toflay 
needs to be revised radically in the di- 
rection of lower duties. 
The worst 


feature of the situation is not that the 
tariff is a tax on the American con- 
sumer or that it fails to keep up Amer- 
ican wages, but that it is a glaring ex- 
ample of special privilege. 


I well remember the disgust with 


which a woolen manufacturer told me 
of the barefaced way in which pro- 
tected interests presented 
their de- 


mands to congress when the last im- 
portant tariff bill was under consider- 
ation. 
The congressional committee 


did not attempt to balance pros and 
cons. 
They did not even ask for the 


ex parte arguments of the applicants 
for protection. 
They merely asked. 


'•"What do yoti want?" and granted re- 
quests indiscriminately. In other words, 
under cover of the popular faith in 
•protection" political favorites, the pro- 
tected trusts and other interests, wlio 
had given or were willing to give 
financial party support were allowed 
to dictate tariff legislation. 


The tariff wa's supposed to act as 
'mother" to "infant industries.'' 
>Y>w 


that the brood has grown up we are 
realizing that the tariff is the "mother 
of trusts." Trusts are a sufficient men- 
ace without being artificially fo«tered. 
ilr. Roosevelt's policies have been 
mainly directed to secure the "square 
deal," to prevent the depredations of 
the "big rascal"'"and especially to pre- 


ent his control of political machinery. 


The biggest problem which America 
will have to face during the next gen- 
iration is whether plutocracy is tc 
overtake and overwhelm democracy. 
The money power in politics is tie 
greatest menace possible to democracy, 
and the so called "protective tariff" 
gives the greatest opportunity to piu- 
:ocracy. 


TVe hear much today of publicity in 


campaign contributions. We need also 
rablicity as to the influences b'y whicb 
our tariff schedules are made and st, 
0 tho private interests which these 
schedules now serve. These interests 
lave succeeded in hoodwinking many

How to Keep Cut Fruit Fresh. 


| 
Often a housewife docs not wish to 


' use the whole of a fruit or -vegetable 


i at once, and in such cases as these the 


problem arises as to how the fruit can 
be kept fresh after it has been cut 
Often a watermelon, pineapple or cu- 
cumber is too large for one meal, and 
one wishes to know how to keep the 
remainder fresli. This can be done by 
cutting the amount jou wish to use 
straight across one end without first 
peeling it and then standing the re- 
mainder of the fruit flat down on a 
china plate or enameled dish of suffi- 
cient size that no air can penetrate be- 
tween the dish and the fruit. The fruit 
should be stood on the cut end. Never 
use a tin dish for standing it on. 


How to Kcep^Food at Its Best. 


Green vegetables should be put in 


the icebox as soon as they are deliv- 
ered. Salad greens should be thrown 
into water or wrapped in a damp cloth 
and then in newspaper aud left in the 
air if they are not to be used imme- 
diately. Proper receptacles of glass or 
tin should be provided for the cereals, 
and they should be'e.nptied where they 
belong at once and closely covered to 
present injects getting in them. Cof- 
fee should go at once into an air tight 
canister or it will lo'e its arorna. Salt, 
soap and cheese should be kept in a 
dry place, and olive oil should be kept 
cool.

HANDLING BEDS AND BEDDING 


How to Keep Them In a Healthful 


Condition. 


At this season of the year the bed- 


room, of all rooms in the house, must 
be given a thorough renovating. 
A 


large proportion of one's time is spent 
in bed, uud a bed that is uncomforta- 
ble meaus a real torment, especially 
in case of illness. It pays in the end 
to buy a good mattress and to take 
care of it after having bought it 
If 


thoroughly beaten once a week it will 
not become matted. 


If the mattress is not thoroughly 


beaten at frequent intervals it \vi!l be- 
come impregnated with dust and de- 
cidedly uuhealthful. A good hair mat- 
tress that needs remaking should be 
attended to at this season aud a few 
pounds of hair added to make up for 
the waste in combings. 


Of all the bed furnishings, pillows 


should be of none but tbe best quality, 
for even if tbe very best quality is 
bought this Joes uot represent a large 
outlay. 
All pillows should be fitted 


with ventilators, too, so that the life 
may be kept in tbe feathers for the 
longest possible time and a thorough 
airing be permitted. Lumpy and life- 
less pillows that have become filled 
with dust through long use are as dan- 
gerous to health as one could imagine. 
AIL kinds of bacteria are found iu the 
dust 
from 
renovated pillows, even 


those -nhich have had but little use, 
and so "perfect ventilation for the in- 
side of the pillow is essential. 


There can be bought pOknv ventila- 


tors which can be set into tbe ends of 
one's pillows, if these are in good con- 
dition, but even though the ticking be 
tovered with a washable outer case, 
thus keeping the tick clean, this does 
not prevent the feathers from getting 
into a bad condition, and therefore pil- 
lows that are in constant use should 
be renovated frequently. A day in tbe 
open air once a month seems to pro- 
long die life of the feathers. 


In regard to the outer coverings of 


the bed, tbe plainer the bed is dressed 
the better taste it shows. The sheets 
should be of as good quality as one 
can afford, and, in the summer time 
especially, the upper sheet ar least 
should be linen. 


When an enamel bed has become 


shabby looking it is vriser to give it a 
thorough, scouring \vitb any good en- 
amel gleaner before attempting to give 
it a new coat of enamel. It may be 
surprising to fled that nearly all the 
places that need repainting are made 
by rubbing against other furniture 
when moving. Always wrap cloths 
about a metal bed every time it is 
moved, and a brass bed must be wrap- 
ped in this way, else it will be ruine:!. 


Never scrub a brass bod or apply 


any gritty substance, for these bods 
are covered with a lacquer to preserve 
the gilt A soft, damp cloth is suffi- 
cient until the lacquer -wears sway, 
and then it must be sent away to be 
relncquered. 


If the brass has become merely tar- 


nished it may be treated at liomr. 
First scour tbe Kilt r.-ith the fine pow- 
der used for cleaning silver, or else 
apply whiting with a damp cio'.h. so 
tbat the gilt is nr>t scrntched. Have 
ready 10 cents' worth of lacquer, n»;l 
wh«!i the giit portions :irc free from 
fnruish paint nc.itJy with the la'-jur-r.

Ancient Superstitions of the Till-

ers of the Soil. 


SACRIFICES 
TO

GODS- 


Customs That Were In Vogue Among 


the 
Romans of 
Old — Ceremonies 


That Are Observed In India and 
China—Rites of the Siamese Farmers. 


The formal Inauguration of the plow- 


Ing season is very ancient and still is 
observed in some parts of the world. 


Among' the Romans by the institution 


of various religions festivals connect- 
ed with agriculture the seasons came 
to be regarded with a sort of sacred 
reverence. Before the old Roman put 
the plow into the ground he went to 
the temple of the goddess of earth, 
Tellus. one of whose priests performed 
certain propitiatory rites. Virgil in his 
"Cicorgics" advices the Roman hus- 
bandman to observe the signs on heav- 
en according to the crop he desires to 
produce. The time to plow for flax, 
barley and the sacred poppy was when 
"balance has equalized the hours of 
day and sleep and halves the world 
exactly between light and shade. When 
Taurus ushers in the year with his 
gilded horns and Sirins sits facing the 
threatening bull is time for beans. For 
wheat and spelt the Pleiades should 
hide themselves from your eyes with 
the dawn. Many have begun before 
Maria sets, but the desired crop has 
baffled them with empty cars." But 
first of all the poet admonishes the 
farmer to "honor the gods aud offer 
sacrifices to Ceres." 


In India there are certain days when 


it is unlawful to plow. Mother Earth 
is supposed to sleep six days in every 
month, and on such days she refuses 
to be disturbed in her slumber. 


In northwest India the cultivator 


employs a pundit to select an auspi- 
cious time for the commencement of 
plowing. Great secrecy is observed. In 
some places the time selected is m the 
night: in others daybreak is the cus- 
tomary time. 


The pundit goes to a field, taking a 


brass drinking vessel and a branch of 
the sacred mango tree, which is effica- 
cious In frightening away evil spirits 
that may haunt the field. Prithivi, the 
broad world, and Sesha Naga, the 
-rreat snakes which support the world. 
ire supposed tc> be propitiated and 
•econciled by this ceremony. The pun- 
dit satisfies himself as to the direction 
u which the great snake is lying, for 
'.t occasionally moves about a little to 
ease itself of the great burden of the 
broad world which it carries. 
The 


luudit then marks off an imaginary 
inc. Five (a lucky number) cloJs of 
earth are thrown up. and water is 
sprinkled in the trench five times with 
he sacred mango bush to insure pro- 
ductiveness. Caution must be exercised 
est the charm be broken and prospec- 
:ive 
fortune imperiled- 
The farmer 


must remain secluded during the fol- 
owing day; no salt must be eaten, no 
mocey. grain or fire given away, ' 


Among the Karnas before plowing 
be farmer makes a burnt offering of 
butter and molasses in his own field 
and again at the village shrine. 


The Chinese begin plowing on the 


first dny of their solar year. Anciently 
be rites which were celebrated by the 
Chinese at plowing time were elabo- 
rate, but rationalistic sovereigns elim- 
nated one expensive religious rite aft- 
T another until nothing was left es- 
ept the imperial act of homage to 
leaven and earth and agriculture in 
he ceremonial plowing. 
The Siamese observe a rite called 


Raakua about the middle of May, 
which is preliminary to the plowing 
season, and it is not proper for any 
)ne to plow until the ceremony is 
>ver. The court astrologers determine 
he time for it On the day fixed by 
them the minister of agriculture, who 
is always a prince or nobleman of 
high rank, goes with a procession to a 
piece of ground some distance from 
the capital. Whore the festivities are 
to take place n new plow, to which a 
pair of buffaloes are yoked, is in readi- 
ness, decorated with flowers and leaves. 


The minister guides the plow over 


the fieJd. closely watched by the spec- 
tators, who are especially interested 
in the length and folds of the silk of 
his lower garments, because the pros- 
perity of the senson-nwl its character- 
istics, wet or dry. nre to be p-edictcd 
from these as he follows the plo-.". If 
the robe rises from his knee there will 
be disastrous rains. If it falls below 
his ankles there win be a drought. If 
the folds reach midway between knee 
and ankle the season will be prosper- 
ous.

have been turned old women strew 
grain of different kinds in them and 
bulls are released from tlic yoke and 
allowed to feast «pois tlae seeds. The 
grain \v3iic!) the animals cat most free-
